Contracts For Genera! Construction, 


Heating And Plumbing And Elec- 


trical Work Total $51,000 


The various conlrac-l^ were award- 


ed and the bonds sold for the con- 
solidated school building in Jack- 
son,- township Lite Wcdnesdayv in 
the court house here by ihe town- 
ship school ollicials, and the selling 
of the bonds at the same lime, it 
was made possible for the contrac- 
tors to Tie<>in work at once. 


The total contract prict for the 


constriK-lion of 
the new building 


will be $51,000, which also was the 
exact amount of ihe bonds sold. 
Several reductions had to be made 
in ilie contracts in order to keep the 
total within the limit decided upon. 


The successful bidder for tho gen- 


eral construction work was the 1?. 
O. Sharp firm of Camden, Ind., and 
their bid was .$40,000, but it was re- 
duced on several items. 
The con- 


tract for heating and plumbing was 
awarded to Herman F. Ziotlow of 
Indianapolis for .$10,500, but 
his 


contract had to lie changed. 
The 


electrical contract was 
given 
to 


Lucas and 
Tingley for $950, but 


this was cut to nbont $000. 


The general contracting bids con- 


tained 23 alternatives or reductions 
and because of these many reduc- 
tions available, it required most of 
the day for the school officials to go 
over the bids. 


The J. F. Wild and 
Company 


'bank of Indihnapolis was the^suc- 
cessful bidder on the bond issue, 
which went for a premium of $887.- 
90 and accrued interest. Other bid- 
ders were two Kushville banks, the 
Peoples National Bank offering $813. 
8(1 and ihe llushvillc National bank 
$775. 


As soon as the bond issue is ap- 


proved, the construction work on 
the building -:-an pot started, and the 
contractors will push the work to 
completion by the opening of 
the 


fall school term. Jackson township 
now is without a school, and .ill 
pupils are transferred to the Rush- 
villp city schools.

UNDER SEVERAL GENERALS 


Was On Scout Duty And Started 


With Sherman On His March To 


The Sea When Captured 


Augustus N. 
Williams, a 
well 


known farmer and veteran of the 
Civil War, expired Wednesday af- 
ternoon about four o'clock at the 
family home, 5 miles west of Rush- 
ville, and 2 miles east of Arlington, 
on tha Indianapolis pike, death re- 
sulting from a long illiiess. 
The 


deceased was 85 years ofi age. 


He is survived by the Widow, and 


six children. The funera-1 services 
will be held at the late \ home on 
Saturday morning at 10:30 
o'clock, 


in charge of the Rev. R. A. Ulrey 
of the Arlington M. E. church, and 
burial will be made in East Hill 
I'smetcry, Rnshville.

The deceased was born in Frank- 


Jin county, on December 9, 1837, one 
of nine children born to John P. 
and Nancy Morris Williams. He 
received 
his elementary education 


in the schools of BrookvilJe, and 
attended the Brookville college.

army, first on September 19, 1861,

gia May 8. 1863 and was held in 
Andersonville 
prison 
for 
eight 


months. 


He was exchanged and received 


bis discharge at Indianapolis, March 
3, 1865, at the expiration of his term.. 
On the eleventh of the following 
month he re-enlisted and served un- 
til the end of the war, participating 
in the Grand Review at Washington 
At the close of his second enlistment, 
he was discharged at Louisville, Ky.

This means that two letter deliv-

While the service was "curtailed, 


only one letter delivery was made in 
the residence district and three 'to

Predicted League of Women Voters 


Will Endorse Entrance Into In 


tentational Court 


HOOVER SOUNDS "KEYNOTE" 


Resolutions Supporting Project Will 


be Introduced at Des Moines 


Convention 


(By United Pronii) 


Des Mbines; Iowa, April 13—The 


League of Women Voters will sup 
port President Earding's proposal 
that the United States' enter the per- 
manent court of international jus- 
tice, leaders in the "convention 'here 
predicted today. 


Following the "keynote" speech by 


Herbert Hoover who outlined what 
was regarded as the administration's 
stand last night, Miss Ruth Morgan, 
head of the war prevention commit- 
tee, announced. today that resolu- 
tions drawn by the board of gover- 
nors supporting the project will be 
introduced imniediately. 


• Hoover's address was preceded by 
Florence E. Allen, Ohio supreme 
court justice, who urged that an in- 
ternational conference be called to 
outlaw war and criticized the court 
as Iwking in the jurisdiction. 


"No court in the world can main- 


tain peace while war is legal", Al- 
len said. 


Hoover declared the court should 


not be condemned because it does 
not "go the whole gamut" of inter 
national co-operation, rapped 
Hie 


"bitter enders" and scored 
asser 


tions that entrance to 'the court was 
tantamount to 'joining the league. 


Hoover declared that he admired 


those "who have the courage to go 
the whole distance" for a court with 
broader powers but said America "is 
not ready to go this far." 


Hoover sounded what is regarded 


as the "keynote" of the speeches to 
be made by President Harding on 
the tatter's Alaskan trip. 


European ideas for American par- 


ticipation, in world affairs will be 
laid before the women voters by Lord 
Robert Cecil, foremost British pro- 
ponent of the le.igire of nations who 
is here for an add_t»53. 


Hoover asserted'lhat no "compul- 


sion" in any manner is involved in 
American participation in the court 
and that the United States would not 
have to submit any case to the tri- 
bunal unless it so desired. 


No other nation, he asserted, can 


summon the United States into the 
court. 


He answered criticism of the en- 


trance proposal, including that of 
Senator Borah, Idaho. He charged 
that Borah would have" the United 
States enter a cdurfempowered to 
"try war" and with powers to com- 
pel this country to adhere to its jur- 
isdiction.
